GIGANTIC PARADE. 


March of the Gold Standard Hosts 


in Chicago the Greatest Ever 


Seen in the West. 


MORE THAN ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND 


It Was Witnessed by Nearly Two Mil- 


lions of People—Telephoned 
to 


Wide 
World—Palmer 
and 


Buckuer Review Parade. 


Chicago, Oil. lo.—Four years ago yos- 


torday tho greatest parado tho west liuil 
over soon parsed through tho streets of 
Chicago as a portion of tlio celebration 
of tho dedication of the buildings of Iho 
Coliimtiiann Imposition. 
That parade 


was, however, surpassed yesterday by tho 
purely partisan march of tho men who 
uphold thu gold .standard in tho question 
of finance and politics. Estimates of tho 
different parllOH vary widely as to the 
number of men iu the line, but 75,01)0 Is 
just bait way between tho number claim- 
oil by tbo Republicans and tho count 
givon out by the national committee head- 
quarters of the Democratic party. 


Putting aside, all questions of numeri- 


cal strength, the parade, an a parade,, was 
a distinct success. It skirted on the time 
scheduled: it moved swiftly and without 
ono halt or break from start to finish, 
and in all rnsnorts it was handled with a 
skill and thoroughness of detail that 
would have been highly creditable in tho 
conduct of a procession one-tenth its sl?a. 


Tho polino arrangements wore parfoct. 


After 0 o'clock in tho morning not u sin- 
gle street our, not a single/ wagon, save 
those oairylug United States mall nnd 
police ambulances, were allowed to cross 
the river from tbo west and north sides, 
and all those coming from tho south wore 
turned back at VanBuron street. 
This

General Joseph Stockton was marshal 


of tho parado. 


Tho reviewing stand for tho Republican 


national committee was erected iu front 
of tho Union League dun. Here Murk

parade. 


It was oxootl} 11 o'clock when tho head 


of the imrade bcgau t o pass tho stand anil 
at the same instant 1 lamia stepped from 
a window of the club house upon tho 
stanil 
For l!vo hours Haiinu, with thu 


single exception of u brief interval, stood 
with his hut in band (lowing bis ac- 
knowledgments of the 
cheers of the 


arching column. 
From u stand in front of thu Palmer 


house General John M. Palmer and 
General Uucknor reviewed tho parade 
The two whlto haired veterans were roc- 
ognl/od by the marchers and were con- 
stantly cheered. 


Thero wore 111 floats In tho purndo, 


many ol them exceedingly handsome, anil 
all lavishly dii-orated. 
„ 


A string of cairlagos bearing tho white 


haired momlicrs of the old Tippeoanoe 
club, composed of men who voted for 
William Henry Harrison, J provoked loud 
cheers, at) did u number of crippled veter- 
ans of tho war, who boro above tholr first 
carriage. "Wo fought with Grunt and 
wo stand with McKlnley." 


A uniqna feature of tbo parado was tbo 


use mode by tho long distance telephone 
to carry tho sounds of tho oheers that 
rose from the parade to othor largo cities 
of the 
country. 
Across 
Washington 


street in front of tbo telephone exchange 
was stretched a banner bearing tho in- 
scription "Yourcheers here will lie -oard 
throtiphtout tho nation." That they were 
not it was no fault of the men in tho 
street, as each detachment passed under 
the banner they omitted loud double- 
jolntod whoops. In many places along 
tbo route groat "mouth-pieces," fixed 
over the street, concentrated the sound 
waves upon diaphragms and sent tba 
cheers to every waiting ear. Major Mo- 
Kinloy, In bis library at Canton, hoard 
tbo cheers, and Bobart in his homo at 
Patterson, N. J., also received tho assur- 
ances of tbo shouts. 


Tho crowd that witnessed tba parade 


was tremendous. 
It tilled every side- 


walk irom the wail of the building to 
curbstones, and ovorv window that pos- 


ised a. view of the lino of maroh was 


jammed full of heads. On the roofs of 
buildings largo crowds gathered. The 
many stands erected by speculators were 
filled to overflowing. 


All morning excursion trains brought 


people to tbe olty, helping to swell tho 
crowds. The depot master at the Union 
depot estimated that between 6 and noon, 
81,000 people came In through that depot 
alone. 
Tho business done at the other 


depots 
was proportionate. 
The total 


number of people who miw the parado, 
Imsed upon the statement of tho railroads 
and street car campanluti, regarding fares 
collctod was 1,800,000.
